One vas later Identified as John Alexander, 
W39« 1 oould not see the faces of these three men heoansa they were 
stooped oyer with heads dovnias they rolled past me, down a slight de- 
cline, the camera acted as if it wanted to tip OTer, and X steadied 
the camera with my leCt hand. They stopped at the bottom of the south 
ramp and X heard one of the men say "Ve oan*t get up here." Xhey then 
BOTSd through the line of newsmen on the east side of the va^p. 

Swo or three minutes later, X heard someone inside jail office say, "Here 
he comes." 1 looked to my left, toward the Jail office door, and ob- 
served Lt, Swain appear through Jail office door. Ihen approximately" 
10 to 12 feet behind U. Swain, Captain Frits appeared. Then approxi- 
mately 3 ft. behind Captain I^its, I obserrad Setebtive I^avella, 
with Oswald handouffed to Leavelle s left arm, I also noticed a detee- 
tive on Oswald's left holding Oswald's aim, but didn't notice who the 
detective was at that time. 

As leavelle and his partner along with- Oswald, appeared through the 
Jail office door, the press personnel began to crowd forward, taking 
pictures and asking questions. VSid you shoot the President." etc. 

As captain Fritz past me^ and as'ireaTelle, his partner, and Oswald 
approached my position, I saw aAjfagn lunge from the crowd of newsmen, 
opposite my position. A»J=t*£f/Jvmged forward extending his fight ana, 
and firing almost simultaneously. 

Oswald fell back a step and LeaTslle, laid Oswald down on the floor. 
At the same instant the shot was fired, senreral officers, I know 
Cutshshaw and Harrison, subdued the man idie fired the shot, and took 
the gun from him, 

I recognised the man that fired the shot as Jack Buby. X had not 
noticed Jack Euby before he fired the shot. 1 do know Jack Enly by 
sight and have never seen him in the City Hall, 

X assisted several other officers take Jack Baby into Jail office, 
where be was searched. X did not help take him upstairs, but remained 
as security at the Jail office door. 

X have talked to Federal Bureau of Investigation Agent Bookout In 
Regards to this incident.
